The change of the Toning require­ 
m ents In the W ashington Avenue- 
Llncoln street 
district w as made 
following the w ithdrawal of the pro­ 
test by some of the citizens of the 
district who previously had objected 
to the change, the assurance of the 
Richfield OII company th at certain 
requests of the citizens of the dis­ 
trict would be fulfilled and the rec­ 
ommendation of the city planning 
commission 
that 
the 
change be 
made lf the oil company would a s­ 
sure the landscaping of their prop­ 
erty a/id meet certain other re ­ 
quests of the citizens of the district. 
Reservations Listed 
The 
reservations 
under 
which 
some of the citizens withdrew their 
protest provided th at a setback of 
JR feet be established on both sides 
of W ashington avenue in the dis­ 
trict, that the Richfield Oil com­ 
pany reserve a 30-foot strip along 
the side of the property they will 
uss and m aintain It as an alley, 
th at the oil company use He Influ­ 
ence with the S anta Fe railroad 
company th at no spur tracks be 
brought Into the district except from 
the north and parallel with the pre*, 
ent tracks of the road, th at the 
railroad donate a strip along the 
east side of their 
property for a 
street and th at the Richfield com­ 
pany assure the city council that It 
would landscape and m aintain the 
plant and surrounding property at 
all time*. 
A letter from the Richfield Oil 
company was read, assuring full 
co-operation on all points mentioned 
by the property owner* who were 
w ithdrawing their protest. The let­ 
ter stated th at In consideration of 
the rezoning of the district the 
company would build an attractive 
plant, would landscape and maintain 
it in good condition, would donate 
the strip of not less than 30 feet 
for alley purposes and would grade 
and oil and keep it In good condi­ 
tion and would 
use Its influence 
with the railroad company to secure 
Its co-operation on the other points 
requested. 
The council then denied the pro­ 
test against the change and ordered 
the proper ordinance providing for 
the change. Action also was taken 
providing for the 
10-foot setback 
line on W ashington avenue. 
Resolution Adopted 
An Improvt a m t 
resolution 
was 
adopted providing for the paving of 
Grand avenue, between F irst end 
Fourth streets, and Second street, 
between Grand avenue and McClay 
street. A sim ilar resolution ordered 
the installation of an ornam ental 
light system, comprising *2 stand­ 
ards, in the southeast part of the 
city. 
The resolution provided for 
the establishm ent of an assessm ent 
district, issuance of bonds and set 
August S as tbs time for hearing 
protests against the improvement 
or the extent of the assessm ent dis­ 
trict. Th* proposed 
improvement 
provides for ornam ental standards 
on East 
Bishop 
street, 
between 
Halladay street and Orange avenue, 
on W akeham avenue, between the 
same points; on W isteria place, be­ 
tween Oak street and Orange ave­ 
nue; on Beverly place, between H al­ 
laday street 
and Oak 
street; 
on 
Harwood place, between Oak street

In th* sunset of a life that 
has been 
rich in travel and 
experience, this hardy pionesr, 
45 yssra a resident of Santa 
Ana, advises th* world “to be 
itself.” 
“You 
must 
live your 
own 
life,” Hadley said. 
“Keep out 
of other people'* affairs. Mind 
your own business and obey 
the law. 
Be honest. 
Be true. 
Live 
moderately 
and 
if 
you 
give life half a chance you will 
be happy.” 
At 
th* 
earns time, 
Hadley 
sees no harm in the use of to­ 
bacco. 
“I smoke from morning until 
night and I’ve never felt any 
ill affects,” ha argued. 
Hadley was born in 1837, at 
Bengal, 
in 
the 
East 
Indies, 
where his father, rn colonel of 
infantry in th* British army, 
and hie mother were billeted. 
He was educated in England 
and was completing a course 
at Wellington college when th* 
Crimean war, between Russia 
on th* on* aids, and Turkey 


and its alii**. England. Franc# 
and Sardinia, on 
th# 
other, 
broke out. 
Ha was commissioned a lieu­ 
tenant and served in his fath­ 
er’s regiment. H* saw his fath­ 
er fall, mortally wounded, on 
th* battlefield of Alma. 
After th* war, 
Hadley re­ 
turned to England. Years later 
h# moved to Canada and 45 
years ago to Santa Ana. 
He 
has been a citiaen of this coun­ 
try more than 25 years. 
Hadley takes especial pride 


in th* fact th at ha never has 
been in court for any reason 
other than jury duty. 
H# be­ 
lieves th at respect for the law 
is the foundation on which the 
auccese 
of 
nations 
is 
con­ 
structed. 
Incidentally, he feels 
those persons legally em pow ­ 
ered to legislate should be left 
alone to work out their prob­ 
lems of state.

failure in the departm ent of education. 
His 
successor was a man who had never gotten be­ 
yond the B. A. degree, but had had a rich prac­ 
tical experience in school work. 
His work in 
that same department has been one of the 
bright marks of that college. 
Yet, notwith­ 
standing his success, he has found it necessary 
to do some superfluous work that he might 
get a higher degree which in no wise makes 
him a particle more efficient. 
As Dean Berry notes, there are people who 
go through school and college, spend years at 
post-graduate work, and come out with nothing 
but a certain amount of information and a few 
degrees to their credit. 
On the day they re­ 
ceive their Ph. D.’s they think they have learn­ 
ed all they need to learn. 
W e have made a 
fetish of degrees, when everybody familiar with 
the field of education know’s that a degree may 
stand for something or it may stand for noth­ 
ing, depending upon the institution which be­ 
stows it, upon the man who receives it, and 
upon the work which it actually represents.
